The 
Ladies. formed a Semicircle to- 
wards the Stern of each Bark, fit- 
ting on very rich triangular Cu- 
fhions, according to the Cuftom 
of the; Country, Thofe who had 
good Voices, fung Kanorianw Airs, 
which fomewhat refemble our Jia-. 
lian Mufic, and of which) they 
wereextremely fond. The Lords, 
who hada Tafte for Mufic, or at 
leaft fancied they. had, joined in 
the » 
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the Concert, or prattled thofe gen- 
-teel'well-tutned Trifles, which) on 
certain Oceafions, pleafe more than 
the beft Things, ill‘timed. ‘The 
Ladies, who did‘ not fing, were

Their Majefties being feated, 
every one, according to their Rank, 
placed themfelves round an im- 
menfe Horfe-fhoe, in the Centre 
of which were Alzopha and Bra- 
fila.

God blefs our noble and bountiful 
King. To avoid Confufion, dif- 
ferent Families were invited. at dif- 
ferent Hours, and few could-Sleep 
for the Impatience with which they 
waited for the appointed Time. 
To be prefented with an Oyfter 
from the King, and to be invited 
by twoof his Lords,» was unparal- 
lelled Goodnefs! The Gifts of the. 
Great are more enhanced *by the 
manner in which they are beftow- 
ed, than their own intrinfic Value, 
But as a large Pearl was annext to 
this Oyfter, it greatly augmented 
the Richnefs of the Tafte. 


Whilft the A/zophagians were in- 
dulging thefe airy Hopes, the Court 
had omitted nothing for the Splen- 
dour and Dignity of their Recep-_ 
tion, | Alzopba was feated upon his

have been loft “in it; anew one 
had therefore:been contrived, which 
was a kind of Tea-Table, in’ the 
Centre of} which he ‘was placed 
like a large Sugar Pot, encircled 
by the Queen and the Princeffes, 
who refembled fix Cups and Sau- 
cers, varigated with red, blue, or 
gold and filver Spots. ii As Necef.

Ina Word, the Court made 
as good a Figure as could poffible 
be expected, x Only 
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Only one ‘Family were admitted 
ata time within’ the Palace, as it 
eonfifted'of one or two hundred’ A4/- 
zopbagians,. all the reft ftaying 
without till thefe were difpatched. 
'The Difpofition: was regulated ity 
this manner. «/row, and fome Slaves 
of the former Stature, were order- 
ed to attend in an outward Hall, 
to fignify to the Guefts his Ma- 
jefty’s Pleafure, the Fafhion of the 
Court,and require of them that they 
would lay afide a kind of Robe or 
~ Mantle of Ceremony, with which 
they would be infupportably ob- 
ftruéted when their Diminution 
cameon, But the better to pro- 
portion their Apparel to their Al- 
teration, they left' them only their 
Drawers, into whiclythey gradual- 
ly funk ‘up to the very Chin, as.

to the King’s Pleafure, and the Fa- 
thion of the Court ? They quietly 
laid down their Robes, and pro- 
ceeded in their Drawers, to the 
next Hall, where was a long Table 
covered with thefe Pearl Oyfters, 
which having been opened fet all 
their Mouths a watering. Alacen 
was Matter of the Ceremonies, be- 
ing attended by fome Slaves of the 
former Magnitude, whofe Office - 
was to open the Oyfters, and keep 
a watchful Eye that none of the 
Guefts fhould take more than one 
as he pafied by, which they were 
ordered to do, and fwallow it with- 
out making the leaft Stop ; fo that 
by marching in a File through fe-

They faw the King 
and his whole Court without know- 
ing them, ftaring about every where 
sn order to difcover their Sovereign, 
and were no lefs ata lois how the — 
King fhould perceive them. The 
Courtiers, who had been fome 
Hours in a State of Diminution, 
and who began to be fatisfied with 
their Condition, were extremely 
diverted with the many Geltures

and Grimaces with which thefe new 


Pigmies exprefled their Vexation 
and Amazement. 


As Sympathy is a moft engag- 
ing Quality, Alzopha comforted’ 
them with the following Speech.

s¢ I may the better fuperintend your 

<¢ Welfare, and protect you, and 
<¢ therefore was defirous of render- 
<< ing you like myfelfs and by the 
‘< fame Method that all thofe noble 
“ Perfonages you fee here, were 
“ madefo.” As the A/zopbagians 
were the eafieft People in the 
World, thefe gracious Words dif- 
perfed every Mark of Difcontent. 
The common People ate every 
where fond of refembling the Grear, 
be it aCalamity, a Vice, a ridicu- 
lous Ation, no. matter, provided 
it be found among Perfons of Qua- 
lity, ‘and the Beau Monde, ‘They 
imagine, that Imitation in fome 
meafure, puts them on an Equality. 
Thus every. Family came alternate- 
ly, and having received the Oy- 
{ler, the Pearl, and afterwards 2 
Word or two of Comfort and 
Compliment from their Sovereign, 
departed leffened, prejudiced, anc 
yet charmed, with his Goodnefs, 
C5 Se 
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So true is it, that the Word ofa 
King draws more than a Yoke 
of Oxen. 


As the Alteration of Shape of 
thofe who had undergone the Ce- 
remony, was to be concealed from 
thofe who were ftill without, they 
were directed to amufe them- 
felves in the Chambers and Gar- 
dens of the Palace, where there 
was room enough for twice the 
Number of fuch diminutive Crea- 
tures. Every Family took their 
Turn, not one efcaped. Lrou, Ala- 
fen, and fome menia] Officers alone 
retained their natural Magnitude, 
and they, without giving his Ma- 

jefty the Trouble of any Intreaties, 
though their Size gave them a vaft 
Advantage, if they had been re- 
traétory, made a Jett of the Matter, 
fwallowed the Oyfter, and fhrunk 
away with the moft genteel Free- 
dom. After this the Gates were 


thrown 
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thrown open, and the fix Inch Tribe 


at liberty to trudge home with their 
Pearls. 


Now their Thoughts were turn: 
ed to an univerfal leffening of Fur- 
niture, Drefs, and Carriages, and to 
snvent Fafhions agreeable to their 
Condition. ‘Fhe Point was of too 
great Moment to admit of any 
other Confideration for a long time. 
They wanted Ladders to reach a 
- thoufand Things, which but two 
Days before they could not take 
up without ftooping. Phere was 
no getting upon the Chairs, Tables,. 
or into the Beds without then. 
Strange fort of Beds, in which 
many a loving Couple loft them- 
felves, and after groping about all 
Nighr, it was broad Day,before they 
could get any ‘Fidings of each 
other! There was no opening their 
Trunks without Ladders. “Yndeed 
the poor Alzopbagians were put to

terrible Difficulties in the begin= 
ning. It was then as common to: 
fee them with their little Ladders 
in their Hands, as it is now to fee 
a Lady with a Fan, Some Uten- 
fils might be converted to other 
fes ; a Terine very naturally of- 
fered itfelf for a Bath 3 afmall Ring 
very aptly ferved for a large Col- 
far; but a Multitude of Things be~ 
came only ufelefs Lumber, 


Whiltt they were employed in 
rectifying thefe Diforders, and con- 
triving Superfluities before Necefz 
faries, and not without Reafon, 
for as they are abfolutely neceflary,, 
it_is expected. that they will come 
of themfelyes, The Kanorians 
were in the fame Dilemma, only 
their _Embarraffments were quite 
©ppofite. Their large Oyfters with 
their little Pearls had_been attend- 


ed with an EpeQ Juft the Reverfe 
of thofe of th 


¢ Alzopbagians, hay- 
ing 
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ing prodigioufly augmented the 
Magnitude of both Sexes who had 


~eat of them, but with this Diffe- 


rence, that here the Extenfion was- 


by flow Degrees, fo that they faw 


themfelves growing every Day,. 


without knowing when this mon- 
ftrous Growth would terminate. 


Kanor, to whom the Quality of 


thefe Oyfters was at firft unknown,. 
as he had compelled’ none, fo nei-: 


__ ther had he hindered any from eat- 


ing them, and the Capture had been 


_ So large, that after all his Subjects 
had been fatisfied, he threw a great 


Number away, after having taken 
out the Pearls, So that not fo much 
as one had efcaped this corporal 
Augmentation. But the Vexation 


| and Inconvenience was ftill greater 


with thefe than with the former 


| Nation, the Alzophagians being 
| fettled in their Size, and under no 
| Apprehenfions of any farther Di- 





minution ; 
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minution ; whereas the Kanorians 
were in continual Sufpence when 
the Growth would end. Many of 
them eafily came into a Chamber 
in the Evening, but the next Day 
were obliged to remain a Prifoner 
till the Door was widened: 


As every thing has its Limits,. 
the poor Kanorians faw their An- 
xiety terminate, and after a certain 
Term ceafed growing. And as 
theirNeighboursDiminution fettled 
at five or fix Inches, fo they only 
became Giants of eight or nine 
Feet high. Allthe Happinefs and 
Mifery of this Life have fome coun- 
terpoife. Thefe little People be- — 
came more fprightly, ingenious, . 
{trong and active, even the Fae- 
cundity of the Women increafed ; 
whereas the gigantic Race were be- 
come quite ftupid, and not fo pro- ° 


lific. 
The 
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The twoMonarchs, whom it equal- 
ly concerned to enquire into their 
calamitous Exchange, mutually 
fent Embaffadors with Compli 
ments of Condolence. Thofe of 
Alzopha dexteroufly made ufe of 
their little Ladders to come with- 
in hearing of the Kanorians with 
whom they were to confer. Hav- 
ing gently placed the Ladder a- 
gainft the Stomach, they fkipt up 
like Squirrels in the twinkling of 
an Eye, upon the Shoulder of their 
Equals; but going no farther than 
the Breaft of thofe who were their 
Superiors, not placing the Ladder | 
againft them, but againft a Wall, 
or waiting till a Servant came to 
hold it. A proper Regard to the. 
fair Sex, had alfo made it the 
greateft Breach of good Manners, 
to reft a Ladder againft any Wo- 
man whatfoever, in order to dif- 
courfe with her, The Aanorians 


lay 
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lay all along in their Converfation 
with the Alzophagians of the firft 
Rank. They difcourfed vpon their - 
Knees with others of a fubordinate 
Quality, and fat down on the 
Ground with their Equals, or fuch: 
to whom they thought no Cere-- 
mony was due. 


A Council was convened, com- 
pofed of the moft diftinguifhed Po- 
liticians, Virtuofi, and Divines of 
both Nations, that is, of fuch as 
had the Name of being fo, for the 
Name is every where equal to the 
Thing. After many tedious emp- 
ty Harangues, it was agreed, that 
this was an Act of fome malignant 
Fairy, who owed the two King- 
doms a Grudge. But now the 
Queftion was, from what Quarter 
it came? Happily a very fagaci- 
ous Perfon recollected, that Prero- 
tina and Bamba, both Fairies of a

a

querade, which had been twoflight- 
ly paffed over. The Reafon of the 
Refentment of thefe Fairies, muft - 
| previoufly be explained. A/zopha, 
whether it was his Birth or Coro- 
nation Day, gave a Ball to Kazor, 
and all his Court. Every Place 
feemed a Profufion of Magnifi- 
cence. The Illuminations on all 
Sides fhowered down Wax upon 
the Habits. It was. impoffible to 
know one another for the Confu- 
fion. The moft exquifite Refreth- 
ments were trodden under Foot, 
and kicked about; in a Word, 
nothing but Room was wanting. 
It was Madnefs to pretend to come 
in without Tickets, for they were 
to be had for afking. However,. 
about Midnight, two Bats all in 
Tatters, and not fo much as one 
fingle Diamond upon them, came 
up to the Door, but were denied. 
Admittance. Upon this, they made 
their 
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their Way through the Ceiling, 
and dropt down in the midtt of 
the Ball Room like real Bats, who 
had been faftened there, and got 
lofe. The Ladies were frighten- 
ed, fcreamed, -and fainted away, 
nor could fuch as had fine Breafts 
be brought to themfelves, till they 
were unlaced. The Fops flew a- 
bout, bauled, whifpered, burft out 
a laughing, at laft took Courage, 
and drew near by degrees to the 
Bats ; played Tricks with them, 
and would know who they were. 
One got a fmart Stroke without 
feeing the Hand that Gave it; ano- 
ther going to lift up the Beard of 
the Mafk, fele himfelf hindered by 
a frightful Paw. An Adonis of 
the Law came off ftill worfe, for 
the String of his falfe Hair giving 
way, he felt an irrefiftable Force 
tearing it off, which expofed his 
pretended fine Head of Hair, 
fhewing that it was only an artifi- 
cial 
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cial Covering for his Baldnefs. 
Every Body flew from thefe mif- 
chievous Mafks, curfing their Ap- 
pearance. One fwore he knew 
them to be infamous Creatures, 
who - another interrupted him, 





by affirming, that the leaft had 
Cat’s Whifkers. A third would 
be d——mned if it was not —— and 
her Companion. At laft, toquiet 
the Uproar, A/zopba gave Orders 
that they fhould be civilly defired 
to unmafk, and declare who they 
were, or withdraw. Upon which 
thefe Ladies unmafked, and fhew- 
‘ed two fairy Faces; that is ofa ra- 
vifhing Beauty ; but no more real 
than any of their Palaces, Then 
every Body was for afking Pardon, 
and paid them the higheft Com- 
liments, but it was too late, for 
looking round them with a tremen- 
dous Frown, they blew out the 
Lights, and difappeared. This 
was the amazing Conclufion of that 
fplendid 
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fpendid Ball. Not long after, fome 

ftrange and almoft effaced Charace 

fers were perceived on. the Walls 

of the Ball-room ; and flrange they 

might be for what any body cared: 

at that time, but now they began 
ferioufly to be attended to, as: Af- 
fliction often proves. a very good 
Remembrancer, They were judg- 
ed to contain a Key to the Mytterys 
but how to decypher them. was the 
Difficulty, for no body could tell 
what. to. make of them. Oracles, 
Conjurers,.and Fortune-tellers were 
confulted on this Emergency, All 
feemed. to make no Difficulty of 
thefe: . magic Characters, _readily- 
pretending: to’ deliver an Explana- 
tions whereas, in reality, their An- 
{wers were more abftrufe than the 
Characters themfelves, and quite 
unfatisfactory to the Statefmen. of 
both Courts. At fone Diftance 
from thefe two Kingdoms dwelt 
a Witch, very famous for all thefe 
delufive- 
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| -delufive Performances, in which 


thofe fort of People find fo good an 
Account. She was very old, and 
‘extremely! ugly; had ‘but two 
Teeth, and thofe half without and 
half within her Mouth. She was 
fwarthy, had little red Eyes, and 
was only a mere Bag of Bones. 
And, as if this was not fufficient, 
there was fomething infernal in her 
Drefs.. She was never to be feen 
but inthe Night, by the pale glim- 
mering of a little fmoaky Lamp. 
The Sides of her Cave were co- 
vered with venomous Herbs and 
Shells, Bats Hearts, Sprigs of Broom, 
Birds Feathers, Adders Heads, 
and all the Implements exhibited 
at their diabolical Rendezvous, 
when fome notable Mifchief is in 
Agitation. Thefe were her In- 
ftruments to difcover Things which 
‘had not been loft ; to foretel the 
Death of old Aunts at the Fall 
of the Leaf; the Difpofal of young 

Neices 
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Neices in the Spring ; the Ruin of 
Wards by their Guardians; and 
every thing happened exaétly. 
Kanor and Alzopba difpatched to 
her a Copy of thefe myfterious 
Characters, accompanied with rich 
Prefents. Thefe fhe received with- 
out making one fingle Grimace ; 
but the Meffengers thought fhe 
would never have given over when 
fhe came to deliver her Anfwer. 
At laft, towards the Middle of the 
Night, fhe delivered the follow- 
ing Werfes in a hoarfe frightful 
Voice. 


When Alxophagians burn with amorous Fires, 
And fond Kansrians equal their Defires, 
Each Nation fhall regain its former State, 
The large grow little, and the little great. 


Kanor and Alzopba were greatly 
pleafed with this Anfwer of the 
Oracle, imagining that the Mean- 
ing of it was clear, They conclu- 
ded 
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ded that nothing was wanting to 
reftore them to their proper Stature, 
than for the two Nations to in- 
termarry. Accordingly A/zopba, 
thinking the fooner they began the - 
better, married fome of his Pig- 
mies to Kanorian Women ; and 
fome Women of fix Inches ventured 
on Men of eight Feet; but this 
produced no Effect; the little 
Women remained fo long barren, 
that they loft all Patience, and at 
laft were delivered of little Men, 
which the great Hufbands would 
not own, as being evidently the 
Offspring of a fix-inch Father. The 
diminutive A/zophagians were no 
better fatisfied with the overgrown 
Kanorian Women, of whom they 
fpread fome monftrous Accounts. 
It is certainly a fad Cafe, when one 
mutt always be dragging a Ladder 
co give a Wife a Kifs, or a Box of 
the Ear. Thefe Marriages were 
indeed fo many Hells upon Earth. 
A 
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A. frefh Meffage was fent to the 
Sibyl with larger Prefents, in or- 
der to make her more communica- 
tive ; for the Priefts and Prieftefles 
among the Savages are immode- 
rately fond of Money, -being Stran- 
gers to that Purity and Difinterefted- 
nefs, which diftinguifh them in 
other Countries. They humbly re- 
prefented to her, that there muft ei- 
ther be fome Obfcurity or Error in’ 
her Anfwer, fince nothing of the 
defired Effect had been produced 
by the punctual Execution of what 
they conceived to be the Meaning 
‘of it. Upon this-fhe muttered out 
to them, that they were a Parcel of 
Wrong-heads, to fancy that Love 
would follow Marriage, when it 
fearcely comes before it. You 
muft not expect, faid fhe, that 
Marriage will work thofe Miracles 
with you, which every where elfe 
are the peculiar Produéts of Love 
alone. Let. your Pigmean Laffes 
en- 
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_ endeavour to infpire Love, and 


your Mirmidon Strappers endeavour 
to pleafe. Then marry as faft 
as you can, and Wonders will 
come ona-pace. Yet a Prince and 
Princefs of both Nations muft 
lead the Way in this feemingly dif- 
proportionate Union, for otherwife 
it is only loft Labour, and you 
will all eternally remain in the fame 
oppofite Difproportions, which Fate 
and the Fairies have brought upon 
you. She had no {fooner finifhed 
this Speech than fhe haftily with- 
drew herfelf into her Cave. 


The Meffengers brought ill 
News upon their dejected Counte- 
nances ;_ but the Confternation 
which fpread through both’ Na- 
tions, when the Anfwer was pub- 
lithed, is beyond’ the Power: of 
Words to exprefs.. How! cried 
they, with all the Agony of Grief, 
muft a Prince or Princefs of eight 
; D Feet, 
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Feet, love a Prince or PrinceS of 
fix Inches! And this abfolutely too 
with a View of Marriage! Oh! 
Heavens, cried the Kanorian Wo- 
men, we fhall never grow lef! 
Alas! anfwered the little Alzopha- 
ans, we fhall never grow big- 
ger! If Princes, who feem the 
moft agreeably matched, feldom 
join in Marriage from a fincere 
Love, much lefs is it to be xe 
pected when a Marriage is necef- 
fary, commanded, and difpropor- 
tionate. 


Alzopha, whofe little Head was 
well furnifhed with Brains, fmiled 
at this Defpair. He always ufed to 
fay that Difficulties were only Incen- 
tives tothe Tafte of certain Princes, 
Such a one may poffibly take a 
Fancy to one of our little Princeffes, 
the Greatnefs of whofe Genius may 
indie him to overlook the Small- 
cis of her Body. Or the tranf 


cendent 
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cendent Talents of a Prince of our 
Race, may charm one of thefe 
overgrown Princeffes, near whom 
a middle fized Man appears only as 
a Dwarf. Princeffes cf a very 
bulky Size have been known to 
have taken little Men for their 
Gallants, an evident Proof that they 
were Perfons of Abilities. When 
Matters are brought to that happy 
Crifis, Love and Fate will per- 
form the reft, and all will end 
well. As nothing better offered, 
he was obliged to be fatisfied with 
thefe Hopes for the prefent. 


The Alzopbagians, like many 
others, believing what they feared, 
concluded that the Period of their 
Diminution was very far off, and 
turned their Attention to procure 
themfelves all the lithe Convenien- 
cies and Diverfions fuitable to a fix- 
inch People. All the Spaniels and 
Dogs of all kinds throughout the 
ve beta LD 02 Kingdom 
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Kingdom, were trained up for 
~ Saddle and Draft Horfes, They 
were put to little Carts alfo of the 
new Fafhion; fome they made 
Hunters of, and others put into

for War. Among thefe latter they 
employed only Geldings, being 
-otherwife too» mettlefome and un- 


truly. And tho’? any one would, — 


by the outfide, have taken their 
new Huts to be fo many Burrows, 
yet neither were they neat, con- 
‘venient, nor even magnificent. 


Kanor had three Sons and no 
‘Daughters, and A/zopba had two 
Princes, but no Princefs; fo that 
no Redrefs was to be expected 
from the prefent Condition of the 
two royal Families. But Bra/ila, 
from her tender Regard for her 
People, earneftly defired to be the 
Anftrument of repairing their Lots,

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She was inceffantly talking about 
the Daughters, with which fhe 
would provide the King. Any’ 
Emperics who:brought their Nof- 
trums for that Effect, were fure to 
be difmiffed with a Prefent. At 
Jatt to her inexpreffible Joy, and 
that of the whole Nation, fhe be~ 
came pregnant. It was next to 
High-Treafon, to doubt of the Sex 
of the Foetus. The Queen was 
pofitive of it, and the Phyficians, 
who doubtlefS faw farther into a 
Mill-ftone than any Body elfe, 
would ftake their Lives upon it. 
None of the promifing Symptoms 
were wanting.  Brazilla, who 
was fome Lines fhort of fix Inches, 
was fo protuberant, that a great 
many, by way of Compliment, 
which greatly pleafed her, affured 
her that fhe would bear Fwins, or 
at leaft, a Child fo large, that no 
Kanorian Prince could in Confcience 
refufe her. Brazilla, who. was

fifteen Inches round, tho’ not fix 
high, was more concerned about 
the Number than the Size of the 
Princeffes, of which fhe was now 
the imaginary Mother, - All her 
Court were entirely taken up with 
making Child-Bed-Linen, Dreffes.

whofe Birth was daily expected. 
Wagers were laid about the Colour 
of the Eyes and Hair. At laft 
Brazilla, to the great Mortification 
of the Court Flatterers, and herfelf, 
was delivered of a very {mall male 
Child. Next Year Alzopha and 
the Queen endeavoured to retrieve 
this Difappointment, but the Pro- 
duce was a Boy. Better Things 
were hoped for from the third De- 
livery, but this alfo terminated in 
a Boy ; and tho’the royal Pair did 
their utmoft endeavour for a Girl, 


the Decrees of Deftiny thwarted - 


their Attempts; fo that they at Jaft 
died without any female Iffue. 
Nor 
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Nor was Kanor more fortunate 
in Daughters, his Hfue proving all 
Males, and Generation after Ge- 
neration, for feveral Ages, all 
the royal Offspring in the two 
Families were Sons. So that they 
were as anxious about the Birth of 
a Princefs, as elfewhere about that 
of a Prince. Nor did the People 
any more exprefs their Joy at the 
Birth of a Son, than every where 
elfe at that of a Daughter. At 
lat under the Reign of Alzopba 
XXX. a fortunate Defcendant from 
the perpetual Boy-getters, his Queen 
Bilbaa, which, in the Amazonian 
Language, fagnifies fair, became 
pregnant. She was Daughter to 
a Nobleman of the higheft Quality, 
and what feemed to promife fair, 
her Mother had all Daughters. 
But a long Series of Difappoint- 
ments had rendered the Court very 
referved on this head. No pofitive 
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Affertions, no Wagers, no Prepa- 
tious for a Princef§ now. Nothing 
but Anxiety and Prayers. At 
Jaft the long long-withed for ARra 
came, and the Queen was delivered 
of a Princefs, of a prodigious 
Bignefs being near three Inches 
long; and the Court Phyficians 
affured their Majefties, that if 
fhe grew in Proportion, fhe 
would at leaft be as big again as 
the common Size, The Joy and 
Mopes which this Event raifed in 
the royal Breafts is beyond Ex- 
preffion. She was called Babillon, 
that is, of fupereminent Beauty. 

Befides Fireworks, and other pub- 
lic Demonftrations of Joy, Cakes 

and Mead were diftributed to all 

Comers ; but with fuch a Reegu- 

larity, that all the People were 

equally drunk and cloyed, the 
Diftributers alone remaining fober, 

The Child-bed-linen, which was 

put up in the niceft Order in a 
Patcha 
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Patch-Box, and would have fitted 
a lufty Child, coula be made no 
ufe of ; but others were haftily 
finifhed fuitable to a Girl of fifteen 
Years old. What a glorious Com- 
fort! what a ravifhing Joy mutt 
fach a Sight give to. a little fond 
Mother of fix Inches! The King 
was fo tranfported, that he did not 
know where to put his little Hands, 
and for fome Time all the Cour- 
tiers were as much perplexed with 


theirs. It would be endlefs to: 
defcribe the Care with which fhe: 


was brought up, or to enumerate 
the many pretty Things, which. 
fhe was reported to do and fay, 
long before fhe could fpeak at all, 
or think of fuch Things. At the 
fourth Year of her Age, fhe was 
as tall as the Queen, and fpoke 


the Alzophagian and Kanorian Lan- 


guages perfectly well. And tho’ 
fhe had but one Tongue, yet, like 
moft Women, fhe could exercife 


Ds it:

it with fuch a Volubility and Supe- 
riority, that fhe feemed to fpeak 


the two Gibberifhes at once very 
fluently. 


Alzopha was no fooner a Father, 
than he turned his Thoughts to pa~ 
cify the two hoftile Fairies. Com- 
pliments, Excufes and Prefents, 
the fineft of their kind, were im- 
mediately fent to Fierotina and 
Bamba. But how terrible is the 
Wrath of Fairies! And how ve- 
hement are the Paffions in Wo- 
men, who are not fubjeé&t to old 
Age! Happy is it, that our Days 
fee very few fuch. Bamba, who 
had lengthened the Kanorians, was 
not averfe to their proper. Decreafe ; 
but the relentlefs Fierotina, who 
had fhortened the Alzophagians, 
would not fo much as grant them 
anInch. The young Princefg at 
her Birth had been exempted from 
her malignant Influence. Her re- 

ducing 
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ducing them to nothing, was fuch 
a mifchiev ous Proceeding, that a 
Reftraint was laid on- her Power 
over this People. This obliged her 
to fet her Thoughts at work how to 
prejudice them indirectly. 


Onthe very fameDay that Ba- 
billon was born, her Kanorian Ma- 
jefty was delivered of Male Twins, 
perfectly beautiful, and exactly hke 
each other. Several Fairies, Friends 
to that Royal Family, conferred on 
them all the Gifts and Talents 
which were in their Power. Fiero- 
tina reforted thither incognito, that 
is to fay, invifible, which is the 
bet kind of incognito; and amidft 
the Confafion and Goffipping, for 
Goffipping there is every where, 
fhe haftily Jaid hold of a Moment’s 
Silence, to mutter a Word within 
herfelf. As the could not reverfe 
what had been done by the other 
Fairies, knowing nothing worfe 
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was left, fhe infpired the eldeft with 
the ftrongeft A verfion to little Wo- 
men, and obtained of Deftiny, 
that the Wit and Talents of the 
younger fhould not appear before 
he was fifteen Years of Age. 


Thefe lovely Princes were edu- 
cated with a fuitable Care. The 
eldeft, whofe Name was Aazul, 
that is, perfec?, was of fucha preg- 
nant Genius, that his fwift Pro- 
grefs in every thing exceeded the 
fondeft Hopes. Had he been the 
Son of a private Man, he would 
have been called a very hopeful 
Boy; but for a Prince, the Ex- 
preflion is too mean: He is the 
Darling of the Mufes, the Seat of 
the Graces, a Wonder, a Prodigy, 
befides other Hyperboles for his fu- 
ture Deportment. 


Their Matters ought to have 
been excellent, for they were ex- 
ceffively 
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ceflively. well paid; yet all their 
Inftructions feemed only thrown 
away upon the youngeft, who was 
called Zaaf, thatis, perfectly likes 
though in reality all his Refem- 
blance of his Brother, feemed to 
be confined to their Faces. To all 
Appearance, he was incapable of 
acting or thinking with any Re- 
gularity, and fhewed no Difpofi- 
tion to any one Thing, The Cour- 
tiers, though they thought his Stu- 
pidity was incurable, yet with their 
ufual Politenefs, only faid, that his 
Royal Highnefg was a little flow. 
Not imagining they fpoke the real 
Truth. 


Neither of them had the leaft 
Notion of what Importance it was 
to the cwo Nations, that the eldeft 
or youngeft, fhould be united to

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on. Badillon alfo knew as little 
how fhe was to be difpofed of ;

At laft came the Day appointed 
for the Interview of the Princes 
and Princefs. It was ufhered in 
with Races, Dancings, and Turna- . 
ments, at all which Babillon was 
prefent, every one blefling them- 
felves, not fo much at the Rich- 
nefs of her Drefs, or her Beauty, 
as at the Dignity of her Size. 
The Princes were not wanting to 
perform Wonders, I mean dazul, 
for as for poor Prince Zaaf, he 
only did his beft, and nothing could 
be more aukward and pitiful than 
his beft.

As for Aazul, 
he gave them a very inattentive 
Jook, and faluted them juft asa 
young Beau of Quality would the 
antiquated Wife of a Counfellor, 
and faida hundred merry Things 
to them with} a very  carelefs 
Air. He exerted a great deal of 
otfenfive Wit, afking Queftions, 
making, 
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making Comparifons, never anfwer~ — 
ing to the Purpofe, and, as a pro- 
per Conclufion of his Petulancy, 
haftily devoured a fuperb Collation,. 
without fcarcely giving Badillon 
time to invite him. Notone Word 
came from Zaaf all the Time, but 
he kept his Eyes conftantly fixed 
upon Babillon, with a-kind of 
Wonder, which fhe readily con- 
ftrued for Admiration as fhe did 
his Silence for a refpeétful Bafhful- 
nefs. Sothat for the firft Time of 
his Life, he excelled his Brother, 
and pleafed more without fpeaking 
a Word.

to herfelf, began alfo to rife in her 
Charms. The Joy ofa Woman 
in perceiving, how a rifing Love 
has given a freth Luftre to her Beau- 
ty, ftill makes her more beautiful, 
and this at the fame time increafes 
her Love and Gratitude ; and the 
Lover, who infpired it, is recipro- 
cally penetrated with the fame Sen- 
timent. For to pleafe and charm 
ftill more completes our Obli- 
gation to that Objeét, which frft- 
Pleafed and charmed us. How is 
it poffible Savages fhould under- 
{tand all thefe Refinements? No; 

they are ignorant of them, but 

omnifcient Love, which is the fame 

every where, infpires this in them 

without their Knowledge. And 

the greater is their Happinefs ; for 
it is much more fo to Experience 

the full Force of the Senfation, than 

only ta know how to Difcourfe on 

i, 

Aazul, 
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~ Aazul, who faw his Brother 19 
a very different Light from that of 
Babillon, thought it very odd, 
that fhe fhould treat him in fo dif- 
tinguifhed a manner, and be fo ob- 
fervant of every Part of Politenefs 


towards him. He made it a Mat- 


ter of Ridicule, as if litcle Babillow 
hada very bad Tafte ; for the Epi- 
thet Jittle was always annexed to 
Babillon in his Difcourfe, as if it 
were to prevent fome Miftake. 
This, however, gave an univerfal 
Difgutt to the Alzophagian Courts 
where it was looked upon as a very 
improper A ffectation in the Mouth 
of a Giant ; whilft every one was 
in love with Zaaf, as the beft na- 
tured Creature in the World, only 


he never fpoke. 


The Rejoicings were to continue _ 
eight Days, and hitherto. only the 
fecond was paft. On the third was 
a Concert in which both the Alzo- 

phagian 
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Phagian Maficians and Singers per- 
formed Wonders. Thefe People 
Were univerfally Proficients in this 
enchanting Science, excelling equal-

cond Difplay of his Wit. Ten 
Years of painful Inftruétion had 
not brought him to Join two Notes 
together; whereas, now he fung 
this, I love you, with a mafterly 
Exadtnefs, fcarce doing any thing 
elfe the whole Day, and with fo 
graceful an Air, as was really fur- 
Prizing in a Giant. He even ac- 

companied the Words with a Sigh 

and an amorous Glance towards the 

Princef&; to fuch a Degree of Free- 

dom and Vivacity had he attained 

within 
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within the Space of three Days. 
Thefe Sighs of the Giants being {o- 
norous and inconfiderate, were ob- 
ferved by the whole Court, and 
their Whifpers threw the wholeCom- 
pany into fome Confufion, dazu! 
was fure not to let this pafs with- 
cout one of his dull Jefts, and faid, 
that his Brother’s Sighs only ex- 
-prefied his Concern, that the Prin- 
ccefs had put an End to his Silence. 
Babillon, nettled at this, replied, 
Prince, it would be a Kindnefs done 
to you both, if could prevail upon 
him to fpeak alittle more, and you 
a greal deal Jefs. Aazul had nothing 
‘to anfwer, but by a fcornful Sneer. 


The Exercife of the Ring was 
to begin the Pleafures of the next 
Day, and Badillon was pleafed 
with an Opportunity of fhewing — 
the Princes her graceful Manage- 
- ment ofa littlefhag Spaniel, black 
as Jet, and extremely mettlefome. 

! Nothing 
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Nothing could exceed the Richnefs 
and Beauty of its Trappings. All 
the other A/zophagian Ladies were 
likewife magnificently mounted. 
Upon the Signal, Badillon gave a 
graceful Leap upon her Spaniel, 
and after fome Caracols, taking a 
fmall Spear of a light gilt Wood, 
he flew away like an Arrow, with 
her Arms extended direétly to the | 
Ring, which was faftened ina Poft 
ata about a hundred Paces diftance. 
She foon diftanced all her Ladies, 
who were neither fo well mounted, 
nor fuch good Riders as fhe. 
When fhe was near reaching the 
Poft, the Princefs’s Spaniel was 
obferved to make from it,. notwith- 
ftanding her Efforts tothe contrary, 
and not only fo, but to carry her 
away with an aftonithing Swift- 
nefs, as a fiery Horfe runs away 
with his Rider. The Air refound- 
ed with the Shrieks of A/zopba, 
the Queen, and the Multitude, 
when 
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when they faw the Spaniel with Ba- 
_ billon on its Back, juft entring in- 


to athick Foreft, fo full of wild 
Beafté, that fince they were reduced 
to fix Inches, noone had dared fo 
much as to look into it. That the 
Princefs fhould’ be thus carried off 
by a Dog, was an Incident which 
ftruck Kanor and his whole Court 
with Amazetnent, but not one of 
them ftirred a foot to her A ffiftance, 
though they might eafily have 
overtaken the Ravifher. Zaaf a- 
lone, and without any other Wea- 
pons than a Bow and Arrow, fti- 
mulated purely by Love, flew af- 
ter the Spaniel. The Lightning is 
not fwifter. He wasen Foot, but 
Love and long Legs go a great 
Pace. Aazul, and a Knot of Cour- 
tiers, who were on Horfeback,

little Purpofe, for they came back

Perfon to compleat that Love to- 
wards her, which was begun in a 
Time of Eafe and Safety ; and fo 
ftrongly inclined on her Side, isa 
diftreffed Perfon to give up her- 
felf entirely while the Storm lafts, 
to a Paffion born in the Sun-fhine 
of Profperity. azul, and his Re- 
tinue rode into the Foreft, and

Babillonand Zaaf, till it was Mid- 
night; but they might have fpared- 
their Noife and Fatigues, for they 
could neither hear, nor fee any

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| thing of them, and .therefore re- 
- turned hanging their Heads; and 
| i¢muft be thought, that their Dif- 

- appointment was.a heavy Stroke to 


People already at their Wit’s End. 


‘To remove any Anxiety which 
may have rifen in the Reader con- 
cerning the Prince and Princefs, 
we fhall proceed to them. Firft, 


| ‘this black Spaniel was no other 








than the mifchievous Fierotina. 
This accurfed Spright’ had pilfered 
the Princefs’s real Palfry, by trans- 
forming it into an Ant, or a Flea, 
either by Words, or a Stroke of a 
Wand, and had taken Poffeffion of 
itsSkin. Zaaf, who little dreamt, 
ofa Fairy, ftrainedtto the utmoft, 
being fo near-the Spaniel, that he 
hoped at every Step to reach it. 
At laft finding himfelf fo far fpenr, 
‘that he could not hold out a Mi- 
pute longer, he collected all his 
Strength for the decifive Effort, 
: E and 
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and gave fuch an impetuous Spring 
asthrew him to the Ground; but 
very luckily he fell upon the Prin- 
cefs and the Dog. The Violence 
of the Fall, and the natural Weight 
of fuch a vaft Body, would infalli- 
bly have crufhed Badillon, had 
not the Princefs, by the greateft 
Providence, been taken obliquely 
between his Breaft and Chin, which - 
lying on the Ground, left a com- 
petent Vacuum for a Body not 
above four or five Inches in Cir- 
cumference.

from the Prince full of Complai- 
fance and Rap'ure. Oh the happy 
Hifeét of thefe Sighs! for inftan- 
taneoully both the Prince’s Genius 
and the Princefs’s Stature were en- 
larged.. It may eafily be conceiv- 
ed, that he kept her near his Face; 
-he had Senfe enough to know that 
he wanted more, and though he 

was 
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was ignorant by what means, and 
how much this Nearnefs might 
contribute to it, yet it feemed as if 
he had fome intimation of it. He 
often fhifted her Place in regard 
to her Eafe, obferving conftantly 
the moft refpectful Decency ‘in his 
Motions, and faying the moft foft 
paffionate Things, and all accom- 
panied with Sighs, which were duly 
returned, befides a great many fond 
Queftions, But all thefe Sighs did 
not’ carry home, feveral were loft 
on both Sides: for want of inter- 
mixing. By? this time, they had 
walked agreat deal of Ground 
without finding any Outlet. Zaaf 
began to grow fatigued and hungry. 
In their Wanderings he had ga- 
thered fome wild Fruits. « At lalt, 
they fortunately came to a Brook, 
where he propofed to the Princes. 


to refrefh herfelf for fome time, 


to which fhe readily agreed; her 
Lover wanted ic, and in'a Wood 
Es amidit 
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amidft the Horror of Midnight fhe 


could not well be without this 
Lover. They made one of thofe 
Meals, whofe Exquifitenefs confitts 
in Love and Appetite, and the de- 
lightful Remembrance of which is 
a continual Feaft, during the whole 
Remainder of Life. Love at its 
Birth, is fhy and myfterious, but 
in its Growth, frank and undifguil- . 
ed. Badillon, in Difcourfe with the 
Prince, came at laft to own to 
him, that fhe found herfelf con- 
fiderable grown; but fhe did not 
know whether it was owing to her 
firft Fright, or to her extreme 
Pleafure afterwards, when fhe found 
her Life was only owing to Zaaf. 
She certainly blufhed at thefe laft 
Words; for a Bluth is as neceffary 
a Circumftance in thefe half De- 
. clarations of a nicely bred Princefs, 
as in the open Declarations fhe ad- 
mits of. The Prince was no lefs 
open, telling mea that he was po- 
fitive, 
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fitive, that his Wit was improved 
ever fince the {nftant he had found 
her; but that he fcorned to owe 
it to Fear; and as a Proof that 
he was not miftaken, he added

Thefe laft Words were accompa- 
nied with fuch a melting Sigh, that 
Babillon mutt have been the moft

four Inches at once. Zaaf alfo felt 
freth Overtures-in his Mind, which 
fatisfed him that the due Degree 
of PerfeGtion was only to be a'= 
tained by the Pleafure of lovirg, 
and being loved. 

A few Hours more wandering 
convinced Zaaf, that the beft Me- 
thod was to wait for Day-lighr, and 
that all this Fatigue, only farther 

E 6 be- 
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bewildered them in this immenfe 
Foreft; he therefcre propofed to 
the Princefs, to {pend the Remain- 
der of the Night in the firft con- 
venient Place they fhould meet 
with.

The 
timorous Princefs begged of him 
to repeat his Promife, which he 
folemnly did,and the Princefs after 
expreffing fome Concern for him, 
foon forgot her Love and Situation 
in a found Sleep. 


Zaaf gently held one of her little 
Hands, which he kiffed all the

Moment growing dearer and dearer 
to him.  Badillon awoke before 
Day, yet fhe could not difcern her 
Lover, to whom Wakefulnefs, 
Love, and Fatigue had given an 
Air of Languor and Dejection, 
which rendered him at once both 
terrifying and amiable.

Tam beholden to you for Wifdom 
aiid Senfations, which, as they have 

hitherto 
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hitherto been employed only in 
loving you, fo thall they ever be 
to augment Treafures and Advan- 
tages confecrated ‘to you. alone, 
The Change wrought in me, I at- 
tribute to the Mixture of our Souls, 
and the Communication of your 
Breath with mine 3 and the Quick- 
nefs of your Growth, by which 
your Stature, inone Night’s Time, 
is increafed to double its Length, 
tothe fame Union. Jam fatishied, 
Tam neither miftaken in the Caufe 
nor Effeéts, 

Babillon endeavoured to free 
him from that Excefs. of Tender- 
nefs, with which he feemed over- 
come, by affirming the Nega- 
tive, with an Air of Gaiety, and 
continued thefe innocent Difputes 
for fome Minutes ; for Lovers ne- . 
ver difpute with Afpericy, being 
all Mildnefs, Patience, and Conde- 
{cenfion. Well, fays Zaaf, I give 
up the Point, fince you will will 
have 
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_ have it fo; but why fhould we 
continue in doubt about that which 
we can make an Experiment. of 
this very Inftant? Permit me to 
lay my Mouth fo near yours, as 
to inhale that divine Breath to 
which I think my all is owing. 
If this Communication, which wall 
be ftill clofer than that of yefter- 
day, the mere Refulc \of Chance, 
be attended with the fame Effect, 
if it enlarges your Stature and my 
Faculties, we fhall then know 
what we have to do; but if after 
making this Experiment we con- 
tinue the fame, we will go in fearch 
of fome frightful Circumftance, in 
order to try the Operations of 
Fear. This Motion carried fuch 
Weight with it as not to be re- 
fufed. Though, perhaps, it was 
owing as much to Curiofity as 
Love that Badillon confented to 
it. Zaaf took her Silence for a 
Signal of Confent, and fhe being 
alarmed 
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alarmed at aruftling among the 
Leaves, did not draw back {fo faft 
as the Prince made up to her, 
which proved the happy means of 
finally terminating both their 
Doubis; for a double Sigh, of 
which not a fingle Particle was loft, 
inflantaneoufly caufed the Princefs 
to fhoot up fix Inches.

a Mafter-piece in the Savage Tafte, 
and never failed of fome gallant 
Novelty. The Princefs never laid 
herfelf down upon the Bed, nor 
ever rofe from it, without grow- 
ing larger. The time of lying 
down occafioned Sighs of Sorrow, 
that, for fome time they fhould 
not fee, or fpeak to each other 3 
and the Joy at behalding one anor 
ther. when fhe waked produced 
them in great Abundance, between 
many of which there was @ moft 
correfponding Harmony, wherein 
con- 
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confifted the Effect. A Notion 
ftarted into Zaaf’s Mind, that 
there might be fome other Means, 
which at once would raife his In- 
tellects to their determined Per- 
fection, and the Stature of the Prin- 
cefs to a proper Height. This excited 
Uneafineffes and Defires, which he 
could not account for, attributing the 
Obfcurity of this Point, to the 
Defect of his Capacity. As for 
the Princefs, fhe was an entire 
Stranger to fuch Ideas, depending 
only on the Progrefs of what 
Chance had difcovered to them; 
nor was this a {mall Encourage-

fine Things. Thefe Ladies always 
know what they are about, and 
when a Prince is in Queftion, they 
fpare for no Coft or Grandeur.

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any one Perfon, he paffed through 
lofty Portico’s, fuperb Salloons, 


and vifited a Range of Apartments, | 


all glittering with exceeding rich 
Furniture, and the laft ftill finer 
than all the reft: All this while 
loft in a pleafing Wonder, feeking 
for the Owner of fuch unparalleled 
Riches, or at leaft, for fomebody 
to inform him of his Name; for 
thefe Things cannot be otherwife 
in enchanted Buildings, But to- 
wards the End of one of the Ranges 
of thefe dazling Apartments, he 
found the Door fhut, and upon 
opening it foftly, his Surprize was 
much greater, and he was far more 
highly delighted than at all the 
Splendors he had feen. A young 
Perfon, whofe Beauty feemed more 
than human, lay reclined on Cu- 
fhions, and feemed to be employ- 
ed in making an Embroidery of 
Gold and Pearls. azul faluted 
her, trembling with Awe. But 

fhe 
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fhe courteoufly beckoned to him 
to draw near, faying Aazul feeks 
me, yet Aazul does not know 
me, 


The Prince was fo confounded — 


at hearing his Name, that he was 
at a lofs how to behave; and all 
his formal Airs, and genteel Care- 
Jeffnefs, which ufed to be of fo much 


Service to him at the firft Inter- 


view, quite forfook him. Fiero- 
tina had transformed herfelf into 
the Appearance of Badillon; but 
not a fix-inch Babillon, but fuch as 
fhe was fince her having been new 
modelled by Love. Nothing was 
wanting, her Size three Feet and 
a half, and every Motion feemed 
to {peak the new created Gift of 
Love, and that it would proceed 
{till farther ; Charms rendered ftill 
more alluring by a foft Languor ; 
Innocence and Defire fat blended 
in every Feature. It was Badillou 
her- 
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herfelf, quite different from what fhe 
had appeared to the Prince in her 
ten-inch Stature, and at the fame 
time fo refembling her, that it was 
impoffible to avoid knowing her 
again.

Groom, diverted herfelf in view- 
ing the Kanorian Prince, every | 
time he came near the Courfers. 
Some even pretend, that the Prince 
alighting from his Horfe, and 
thinking himfelf only ‘among 
Grooms and Spaniels, laid afide 
’ bis Sath for a while, which is the 
only Drefs of thefe People, and 
that the Spaniel was then obferved 
to look at him with more Eager- 
nefsthan before. This was enough 
to make a Fairy fall in love with 
a Giant; and a Fairy in love is 
capable of any thing. If fhe had 

only 
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only feduced the Prince into her 
Palace, and received him into a 
private: Chamber upon Cufhions, 
or a Sofa, it would not have been 
much, thefe Ladies not being ac- 
countable for every Step they takes 
but the confummate Atrocity of 
her Proceedure, confifted in ker 
affuming the Form and Name of 
Babillon..

At laft, either 
thro’ the Rapidity of the Motion, 
or the Increafe of her Fear, the

was very welcome to the Prince, 
and fo the Fairy imagined, He 
fell too like a Collegian, that is, 
very greedily ; down went Wines, 


Fruits, and Sweetmeats. Fiero. 


tina liked her Lover’s Stomach; 
for tho” fhe had the Appearance of 
a young Princefs of fifteen, fhe 
was an old praétifed Fairy, who 
could make fhrewd Gueffes at 
every thing. 


After the Repaft, both the 
Table and Mirmidons fuddenly va- 
nifhed, and the Converfation was 
renewed, intermixed with  thofe 


Sighs, which do not call for any 
Body. 


It is now neceffary to inform the 
Reader, that among thefe People 
Marriages are either performed 
with long extravagant Ceremonies, 
or 
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or entirely without any. Thofe 
contraéted for Conveniency, and 
Family Motives, require endlefs 
Preparations and Formalities. One 
Happinefs in thefe is, that when 
this Conveniency and Family Mo- 
tive no longer exift, they are im- 
mediately diffolvable, with very: 
little Ceremony, Trouble or Ex- 
pence ; fo that if they are a long 
Time in concluding, they are foon.

Badil- 
Jon, on feeing the Prince, had fal- 
len allalong, and. perhaps hurt her- 
felf, for her Falls might be dange- 
rous, being of fuch a Size, had fhe 
not fortunately faved herfelf on a 
Sofa, where fhe was no fooner feat- 
ed than Zaaf was at her Knees. 
He tenderly embraced them, and 
if his Mouth was filent, the Tears 
from his Eyes watered the Hands 
of his dear Object. His Looks 
fpoke both Joy and Grief, and all 
his Geftures were expreffive of the 
moft paffionate Longings and re- 
fpectful Intreaties. Such a Silence 
is more than equal to all the Elo- 
quence in the World, and whae 
proves it, is, its being fo wonder- 

fully 
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fully adapted to the Underftanding, 


and fo happily influencing thofe to 
whom itis addreffed. Certain it is, 


that Badbillon was penetrated with. 


its Energy, and unable to return 


any other Anfwer, than in the fame 


manner. And indeed, it is impof- 
fible to make a better. 


Thefe good Creatures were too 


full to be long filent, and their - 
languid Fondnefs would not admit 


them to fpeak immediately. Their 
Situation was critical and violent, as 
being delightful and: interefling. 
Love, their conftant Friend, broke 
Silence for them, reminding them,, 
that a Marriage was cuftomary in 
their Kingdoms, in which Love 
alone was wanting, and which con- 
fifted entirely in the Affurance and 
Proof reciprocally given, and re- 
ceived of the moft tender A ffec- 
tion. 


This. 
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This Idea at the fame time dif- 
fufed new Light and Comfort inte 
both their Hearts. They eagerly 
imparted this Fhought to each 
other 5. they proceeded to exchange 
Vows of Love and Fidelity, which 
was followed by a blifsful Confum- 
mation of the Marriage. Love, 
which had thus united them, com- 
pleted the Work, by inftructing 
them in its moft fublime Myfte- 
ries, This Deity, who protected 
them quite otherwife than vulgar 
Lovers, fpread his Wings over 
them, and kept them encircled: 
with a Cloud. ‘Fhe God probably: 
forefeeing, that Badillon would e- 
‘mit many ftrong Sighs, which 
anight, bring up the Troops of 
Fairy Waiters ; he would not al- 
Jow the Purity of a Pleafure, of 
which, as he was the only Author, 
fo would be the only Witnefs, to 
be polluted by their Eyes. He 


alone 
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alone is acquainted with the Rites 
which were performed under his 
Cloud. “He has not thoughr fit 
to make meacquainted with them, 
fo that thofe who are difpofed for 
a more curious Enquiry, may try if 
he will admit them farther into his 
Secrets. 


The Princefs did not fail to re- 


peat her Sighs feveral times, and - 


the Pigmies came running with 
Bafkets of Fruits, and Plates of 
Sweetmeats, which now they might 
take their own time to fet in order. 


Fierotina, under the Appearance 
and Name of Badillon, was en- 
gaged in the fame Practice. in her 
Palace and upon her Sofa. She 
propofed a Marriage to Prince 4a- 
zu], who was not quick-witted 
enough to think of any fuch thing, 
though enamoured with the ima- 


ginary Charms of the Fairy. The 
Mar- 


— 
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Marriage was celebrated, and the 
panting Fairy anfwered the Prin- 
eefs’s Sighs, neither was the Cloud 
of Love wanting. But certainly 
one was a light benign Vapour, the 
other a black noxivus Smoak., 


The Cloud of Love, which had 
inclofed Badillon and her Lover 
gradually difperfing, fhewed the 
tranfported Zaaf his Miftrefs at 
her perfect Growth and Beauty. 
Youth adorned her Complexion. 
with its vivid Rofes ; Innocence, 
Defire, and Joy, fat fmiling in her 
Countenance, and her Stature and. 
Air were gracefully majeftic. Zaaf 
alfo was fallen away from his gi- 
gantic Enormity, in the Arnis of 
Love, retaining only the Propor- 
tions of a delicate Shape ; that they 
might both feem Mafter-picces, 
perfected by the peculiar Care of 
Love. Their Joy and Congratu- 
lations, at feeing themfelves fo 


per- 
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perfect and fuitable to each other, 
were never exceeded. Zaaf ex- 
prefied himfelf with fo much Spi- 
rit, Life, and Tranfport, that the 
Princefs was afraid of making him 
any Anfwer, dreading the Confe- 
quences, left fhe fhould grow far- 
ther, and inftantly, from oa mere 
Dwarf, fhoot up to a monttrous 
Giant: But the Prince was ungo- 
vernable ; he was under no Ap- 


prehenfion of decreafing, conclud- - 


ing himfelf at a fixed Point, with 
which, as he was pleafed, fo wasit 
unalterable, 


Nothing could hinder him from 
confirming his Opinion by repeat- 
ed Trials, -which fucceeded, and 
fometimes interrupted the Collation, 
And thefe now convinced Babillon, 
that her Size was out of all Dan- 
ger, which filled her with Joy and 
Confidence. To compleat the Imi- 
tation, it~ will naturally be con- 
cluded, 
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eluded; that Fierotina had not fail- 
ed to grow in Aazul’s Carefies at the 
fame time, and in the fame man- 
ner as the Princefs. But without 
knowing her Art, it may be con- 
cluded, that the Operation was not 
entirely fimilar. Nature isinimitable, 
there being always fome Defect in 
Counterfeits. Doubtlefs the Fairy 
grew as Statues fee to grow by the 
Help of Springs; they heighten 
and enlarge themfelves, but it is 
by Starts, and at equal Diftances 
of Time, -fo that the mechanic Mo- 
tion is Gifcoverable; whereas Ba- 
billon?s Growth, being the Product 
of Nature, all the Regularity and 
Beauty of itsProductions were con- 
fpicuous iM it. A Flower, which 
the Morning Dew, and the orient 
Rays invite to open, expands it- 
felf in a manner equally fwift and 
infenfible ; ir does not hide itfelf, 
yet is not perceived. The Vine, 
as it becomes penetrated by the 

Sun’s 
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Sun’s Heat, extends its’ Branches. 


and fhoots forth its Buds; their 
Increafe is certain and amazing, 


but che moft curious Eye cannot. 


perceive its Motions. 


A more remarkable Difference 
in thefe two |Adventures, which 
were exactly to correfpond, was, 
that dazul remained a Giant, nor 


was all the Fairy’s Art fufficient to | 


bring him toa Level with his Bro- 
ther., For Deftiny had. promifed 
to render only thofe Lovers per- 
fectly equal,. who fthould: be its 
moft fincere and reciprocal Vota- 
ries. Now dazul loved a young 
Princefs in an old Fairy ; and the 
old Fairy loved Pleafure in the 
young Prince confequently here 
was nothing of a fincere reciprocal 
AffeCtion, their Views being quite 
oppofite. 


Fierotina 
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Fierotina being convinced, 
‘that Zaza] was as much-in Love 
with Badillon, asa Man can be; 
and that this Paffion, of which fhe 
had taken Advantage under the 
. Appearance of that Princefs, could 
be of no farther ufe to her Pro- 
jects, fhe thought it was high time 
<6 fhift her Quartérs, and taking 
the Opportunity of dazal’s Drow- 
finefs, the natural Confequence of 
their Marriage, fhe changed her 
Form, and tranfported herfelf to 
the Palace where Zaaf and his Mit- 
trefs were employed in Tranfports 
and Proteftations of an everlafting 
Love. She touched them with a 
foporiferous Wand, as invifible as 
herfelf, and immediately, inftead 
of the fuperb Caftle, and glittering 
Furniture, nothing was to be feen 
but the real Foreft, where the 
Princefs found herfelf at her wak- 
ing lying on’a graffy'Bed, ata little 

Diftance 
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Diftance from which the Fairy had 
caft the two Brothers into a found 
Sleep,  Babillon was. not more a- 
mazed to fee. fuch an Alteration, 
than fhe was frighted at miffing 
her dear Zaaf. She called. him 
in the moft tender manner, and at 
the Sound of her dear Voice, both 
Princes ftarted at the fame time, 
but ftrangely amazed at feeing each 
other, and both ran towards the 
Princefs. 


The extreme Surprize of thefe 
three Perfons will eafily be. con- 
ceived, though not fo-eafily the 
Multitude of different Agitations, 
Uneafinels, and Jealoufy, which be- 
gan to {well in the Hearts of the 
two Brothers. They were both 
equally certain of having fallen @- 
fleep in a Palace. after a. private 
Marriage with Badil/on ; both won- 
dered at the difappearing of the 
Palace, and the Appearance of a 
third 
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third Perfon, whom they had Rea- 
fon to think was far enough 
from the Scene of their Pleafures: 
The Princefs was as much dif 
pleafed as furprized, at’ the Sight 
of her Brother-in-law the Giant ; 
and his Countenance immediately 
| difcovering a Paffion, which his 
-Highnefs thought both very accept- 
able and well warranted, her Looks 
anfwered it withScorn and Re- 
fentment. Zaaf, who obferved it 
as foon. as the Princefs, was ftill 
more piqued at it. azul thought 
the. Princefs’s Coldnefs was a Whim 
quite out of Charatter, they hav- 
| jng-fo lately been on fuch fami- 
liar Terms, and imputed the jea- 
lous Looks of his- Brother to his 
Stupidity. So that thefe three near 
Relations, before’ they had ex- 
changed one fingle Word, were 
very much out of Humour. 


Probably 
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Probably fome ill Confequence 
might foon have enfued, had not 
the Fairy, who till then bad con- 
cealed them, now expofed them to 
View, the Wood being full of their 
Subjects who were in Search of 
them. They were immediately 
furrounded, and as it were affault- 
ed by the different Troops of thefe 
Searchers, who gathered about them, 
fhouting with Joy and Wonder at 
fecing the Princefs and Zaaf. This 
was then no time for the Princes 
to come to an Hclairciffement ; 
they could not avoid» receiving, 
and anfwering the Compliments of 
fo many Perfons of Diftinétion, 
how unfeafonable foever. 


I have forgot to mention two 
neceflary Circumftances; the one is, 
that as Zaaf’*s Genius had conftant- 
ly improved more and more in the 
Arms of the Princefs, fo that of 

his 
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his Brother had been impaired in 
thofe of the Fairy. Such is the 
baneful Influence of Malice and 
Deceit. Inthis Alteration the Ka- 
norians miftook one for the other. 
And as. their near Refemblance 
_ had always caufed a great deal of 
Perplexity at Court, had they only 
changed Names, Zaaf would have 
_ been univerfally acknowledged as 
the eldeft, who was fo fprightly 
-and engaging, while the Brother 
Aazul would have been looked 
upon as the filent ftupid Boy. 
The other Circumftance, which is 
no lefs marvellous, is concerning 
Babillon’s Change of Drefs; for 
when fhe was carried off, her 
Clothes were only fit for a Perfon 
of ten Inches, fo that without a 
Change, fhe would have been al- 
moft Naked when fhe wes grown 
to five Foot and an half. Now 
without mentioning this Particular 
no body would of themfelves ima- 

_G gine 
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gine it: Yet this alone would be 
a great Blemifh in her unfpotted 
Reputation. All the time that Ba- 
billon was carried up and down 
the Wood by Zaaf, fhe was in her 
ten-inch Drefs, though her Stature 
was grown to three Feet and a half. 
Ic istrue, her Royal Highnefs was 
extremely uneafy-at it, Every Thing 
_was wrorg, too fhort, too ftrait, 
too narrow; while fhe was employed 
in covering one Beauty, that very 
Care expofed another. But befides 
that there was no Remedy for 
thefe Inconveniencies, fhe was only 
feen by her Lover, and Lovers do 
not greatly mind Drefs,  How- 
ever, it was not long before her 
Delicacy was gratified; for in the 
enchanted Palace fhe found a moft 
magnificent Wardrobe, containing 
Variety of Drefles, all becoming:a 
Prince(s; the Fairies never bwild- 
ing a Palace without furnifhing it 
with “Wardrobes and Bathing- 
Rooms, 
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Rooms, no more than we without 
Cellars and Kitchens. 


The’ Princefs here pleafed her 
Fancy, as any other Woman would 
have done; fo that the genteel 
and rich Drefs ofthe Princefs was 
another Caufe of Worder in the 
Courtiers. 


Babillon ‘and the Princes, be- 
fore they had time to clear up 
Matters, fet forward towards their 
Dominions, accompanied by a vaft 
Multitude of all,Ranks, who were 
continually expreffing’ their Joy. 
A Spaniel now would not do. for 
the Princefs, fhe was mounted upon 
a ftately Horfe belonging to a Ka- 
noriaw Lord, who himfelf made 
ufe’ of one belonging to his Re- 
tinue, <The Phinces. and others of 
the higheft Rank kept ‘near her. 
Zoaaf’s fecret Franfports to be not 
only the Spoufe, bur alfo to pof- 
oes fefs 
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fefs the entire A ffections of fuch an 
accomplifhed Princefs, glowed in 
his Countenance. Aazul, ftill ima- . 
gining her to be the Fairy, thought 
her {till more charming, which the 
more inflamed his Love; and be- 
ing firmly perfuaded, that he was 
her Spoufe, tho’ her Heart feem- 
ed alienated from him fince his 
Brother’s Appearance, he therefore 
began to hate him with fuch Ran- 
cour and Rage, that it was con- 
{picuous even in his Looks and 
Geftures. This only the more ex- 
cited Babillon’s Anger againft him, 
and augmented her Fondnefs for 


Zaaf. 


In this Contraft of Paffions they 
arrived at Alzopha’s Court, whi- 
ther Exprefies having been fent 
before with the joyful News, the 
two Kings, with the chief Nobili- 
ty of both Kingdoms were aflem- 
bled. Atthismeeting, Embraces, 
Extacies, 
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Extacies, and Tears of Joy were 
not wanting: They looked at one 
another without knowing. it; they 
continued afking Queftions without 
minding any Anfwer, or well know- 
ing what they afked themfelves.. 


Alzopba defired to be particu- 
larly informed concerning his 
Daughters amazing Growth from 
her own Mouth apart. He there- 
fore feated himfelf on her Right 
Shoulder, and the Queen on her 
Left, to be within Hearing, and 
in this manner fhe walk out of 
the Salloon into the Garden, where 
every one kept a refpectful Dif- 
tance, whilft Kawor between his 
two Sons, ftruck into another 
Walk; for he was as defirous of 
privately difcourfing them upon 
their Expedition, the Reafon of the 
Difference in their Size, whether 
Zaaf had gained or Joft, and every, 

other Circumftance of this Prodigy. 
Gr The: 
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The Princefs cave her dear Pa- 
rents a circumftantial Account. of 
all the Kindneffes fhewn to her by 
Prince Zaaf; but wasnot indeed fo 
particular with regard to the Tokens 
of her Gratitude. Their Majefties 
could not forbear, weeping for. Joy 
and Tendernefs, at hearing: how 
this intrepid Champion had almoft 
crufhed the mad Spaniel, who 
might otherwife have carried their 
only Daughter no body knows: 
where; how to fave her tender 
Plefh from being wounded by the 
Bufhes, he had carried her whole 
Days in his Arms; how during 
the Nights, he prote¢ted her from 
the Wolf, and a thoufand other 
little Acts of Kindnefs, of which 
fhe was careful not to omit.one, 
except the principal Kindnefs, not 
a Syllable of thar. ; 


Alzopha, 
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Alzopha, who by the Anfwer of 
the Oracle, was pre-acquainted with 
the Conditions on which his Daugh- 
ter was to grow, did not. doubt 
but that thefe Conditions had been 
pundtually performed, and accord- 
ingly laid ic home to her; then 
indeed, fhe frankly confeffed the 
whole Matter: the Palace, the So- 
fa, the Collation ferved up by Pig- 
mies, the Marriage, the Prince’s 
Careffes, and the mutual Paffion 
with which they had inf{pired each 
other. 


Had thefe honoured Confidants 
been placed any where except on 
the Princefs’s. Shoulders, her ex- 
treme Modefty would have laid 
her at their Feet, whilft fhe made 
this Confeffion, and their Tender- 
nefs would foon have. raifed her 
up and embraced her; but ‘her 
royal Parents, to avoid Trouble, 

RASA were 
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were both pleafed to difpenfe with 
that Ceremony, and threw their 
little Hands about her Head. and 
Face, at the fame time feeming 
to {trive who fhould fhed moft 
Fears of Joy for an Event, big 
with fuch happy Confequences. 


Alzopba informed her, that her 
Love for the Prince was the Ac- 
complifhment of the Decrees of 
Deftiny, and the Wifhes of the 
whole Nation, whofe thocking 
Littlenefs would foon be relieved 
by this Marriage.- Badillon, over- 
joyed that the pleafanteft Tranf- 
action of her Life was of fuch Ser- 
vice to her Father’s Subjects, long- 
ed to impart her Joy to her Huf- 
band, to inform him that her 
Choice was approved by thofe on 
whom fhe depended; to prefent 
him to them under this endearing 
Relation, and be a Witnefs of the 
many  well-turned vim oe 
t . 
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the many foft Things, which would 
certainly be faid’ on both Sides. 
She was haftening towards Kanor, 
who was withdrawn into an Ar- 
bour with his. Sons; but upon 
hearing: a Noife fhe ftopt. The 
Princes, though in Kanor’s Pre- 
fence, ufed high Words, and would: 
not be controuled. The Princefs 
was for being acquainted with the 
Reafon of this Warmth before fhe 
fhewed herfelf, and liftened be- 
hind the: Leaves, with the King 
and Queen ftill upon her Shoulders: 
They all three heard that Zaaf 


was Babillon’s Spoufe; he {wore to — 


it by the Sun, a tremendous Oath 


among this People. Bat azul. 


-alfo affirmed the fame of himéelf ; 
and inorder’to give agreater Sanc- 
tion to his Oath, extended it alfo 
to the Stars. By Kanor’s Direc- 
tions, they feveral times repeated 
the Circumftances, which fo ex- 


actly agreed; thac he was quits” 


COls- 
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confounded: The fame Palace; 
the jame Size of three. Feet and 
a half in the Princefs before the 
Marriage ; the fame Growth after- 
wards; the fame Pigmies); the fame 
Collation; the fame artle{s Style in 
their Narratives ;- the fame Pof- 
tivenels ; the fame Warmth; the 
fame Love in their Debate. He 
faw that — one Daughter-in-layw 
Was wanting, and at the fame 
time was perfuaded, that both 
his Sons had done their Endea- 
vours that fhe fhould not be 
wanting, It was alfo as clear to 
the King and Queen of the 4/z0- 
phagians, that they had a Son-in- 
law too many. 


Babillon, exafperated at Aazil’ s 
Impofture, and to expofe him be- 
fore thofe who were moft con- 
cerned in clearing up this My- 
ftery, in the Heat of her Paffion 
flew fo precipitately into the Ar 
bour, 
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bour, ~ that. the King and Queen 
fell off from her Shoulders, and it 
was the greatelt Providence that 
they received no Harm by fuch a 
terrible Fall. The Princefs was 
too. much exafperated to make any 
Excufe for her Indifcretion. Then 
began a new Scene of Explanations 
and Interrogatories; but fo far from 
clearing up any thing, only ferv- 
ed to preplex the Cafe, and: ulce- 
rate theif Minds. everyone: Qave 
a very fpecious Appearance of 
Truth to. their Defence’; becaule 
every one endeavoured to fpeal 
Truth, and were actually perfuad- 
ed they did fo. 


However, azul allowed that 
the Princefs was in the Palace, and 
confiderably grown at their. firft 
Meeting ;- whereas Zaaf ad the 
Advaniage of delivering her from 
the black Spaniel when fhe did not 
exceed ten Inches, and having kept 
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clofe to her ever fince. This De- 
Pofition was confirmed by that of 
the Princefs, which was of great 
Weight,and farther ftrengthened by 
an Acknowledgment of her tender 
Affection for Zaaf only. Shenow 
made no Secret Of it, opening de- 
Claring, that he was her gallant De- 
fender, her beloved Spoufe ; ex. 

claiming, at the fame time, with 
a Female Alperity againft Aazul; 
as a Monfter and an Im pofture, 


What Courfe could thofe have 
taken in fuch a confufed Conjunc- 
ture, to clear up the Difficulty, 
who believe nothing of Fairies, 
and their Incantations ? But hap- 
Puy for Badillon and her Lover, 
there was no fuch Sceptics in the 
two Kingdoms; {© that the Privy: 
' Councils of both Nations,. after a 
fhort Deliberation, unanimoufly a- 
grecd, that the unfortunate Avzu/ 
had been the Sport of Fierotina’s 
Malice, 
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Malice. This Conjecture led to 
others ; the Sufpicion that the black 
_ Spaniel was fomething more than 
a mere Spanie],was no fooner men- 
tioned than confirmed by Zaaf and 
the Princef$, who related it had 
faddenly vanifhed, though. in) all 
human Appearance, crufhed to 


Death: When once the End of 


the Clue is difcovered, we foon 


trace our way through the whole. 
Labyrinth; a Fairy, who can ani-- 
_ mate the Skin of.a Spaniel. to de-. 

ftroy a Princefs, may eafily be fup-- 
pofed to affume- the Appearance: 


of a beautiful Princefs to feduce a 
young Prince: rather than be dift 
appointed of her Aim, fhe would 
build Palaces without Number, and 
Pigmies and Collations are always 
at her Command. And as an in-- 
conteftable Evidence, that this is 
the Truth of the Cafe, the imagi- 
nary Palace, and the fuppofed 
Princefs, had difappeared at the 

fame 
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fame time. Every one was pleafed, 
both with the Premifes and Con- 
clufion, except Prince 4azul, who 
fuffered too much not to proteft 
againft them. 


Here we muft hold, faid the 
two Kings, and what remains is 
to prevail upon fome friendly Fai- 
ry to take the Trouble to difco- 
ver whether the Prince has been 
thus deluded by Fierotina, or fome 
other of the fame Temper. This 
Eixpedient however, was far from 
pacifying Aczul; he was too great- 
ly enamoured of Badillon, whofe 
Spoufe he thought himfelf to be, 
and therefore perfifted in affert- 
ing it. Nor could his Refpect, 
either for Kanor or Alzopba re- 
{train his Rage. He left the Room, 
threatning to be revenged of the 
Perfidioufnefs of Zaaf and the 
Princefs, for he would give no bet-, 
ter Name to their mutual Fondnefs. 
Kanor 
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Kanor hoped that Time and 
Reflection, would abate thefe Agi- 
tations im his Son. Orders- were 
iffued for a public Thank{giving, 
and Meffengers difpatched to pro- - 
claim. i every Market Cown 
this: Event, which was to ‘be pro- 
ductive iof fuch happy Confequences. 


Alzopha, was now of an ad- 
yanced Age, and his Daughter be- 
ing the fole Heirefs of his Do- 
minions, he thought it weald:be 
a becoming Action to adopt his 
Son as his Affociate in the Em- 
pire. The next Day was appoint- 
ed for the Ceremony of his Adop- 
tion and Coronation, which was to 
begin with Sacrifices to the Gods; 
and thefe to be fucceeded by a 
Feaft, in which the 4/zopbagiapz 
Magnificence was every way to 
exceed itfclf, and the Spectacles, 
Entertainments, and Games, were 
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to be in the fame grand Tatfte. 


Kanor had undertaken, that dazul 


fhould neither caufe any Difturbance, 
nor be-abfent, The Fairies receiv- 
ed a general Invitation, and all 
came: Fierotina had the Affu- 
rance to-appear there with. the 
fame Freedom with thofe, who 
fo far from: having any Guilt: upon 
their Minds, had done confiderable 


Favours to both Nations. How-- 


ever the Matter was. diffembled; 
and no body received» with. more 
Civility. It was now certainly 
known, that fhe was the Heroine 
of that fuperb Palace, where fhe 
had fo well reprefented the Prin-- 
cefs along with the Prince. Ano- 
ther Fairy, an intimate of hers, 
who was entrufted with the Se- 
cret, took the Liberty to difclofe- 
it, knowing. fhe would have done 
the like hertelf, 


Kanor: 
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Kauor fent every where in fearch 
for Aazul, but was informed, that 
he, attended by feveral Lords, was 
gone on an hunting Match for 
eight Days. ‘The Abfence of the 
Diffatisfied on a Day of Rejoic- 
‘ing is a fortunate Event, as it 
heightens the Mirth of the Com- 
pany, for their Prefence would caft 
a damp upon all Chearfulnefs and 
Freedom. The Sacrifices and Cere- 
mony of the Coronation were con- 
duéted with a Tranquility, and 
Pomp becoming the Occafion. 
Alzopha was for Zaaf’s taking his 
Name, fince he was to govern his. 
Subjects; but this the Kanorians 
oppofed. At laft both Nations 
agreed, that he fhould take the ad- 
ditional Name of Kanor, which 
was a Prefage, that he fhould unite 
both Nations under one Govern- 
ment. The Feafts fucceeded no 
lefs than the Sacrifices; the Exqui- 


fitenels,. 
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fitenefs, Arrangement, and Gaiety 
was equally. pleafing. Nothing 
could be more curious, than to fee 
their Alzophagian Majelties, with 
about thirty Princes, Lords, and 
Ladies of their Court, nene ex- 
ceeding fix Inches high, fitting 
at a ‘Lable with as many Kano- 
rians pine or ten Feet high, a 
Kansrian and Alzophagian  fit- 
ting alternately ; fo that at fome 


Diltance the Table appeared but. 


half filled, and a. little nearer, 
©ne would have thought to shave 
feen thirty Giants, each having 
an Angola or Sapajou at~ his 
Side. But now the Alzophagi- 
aus were not in the leaft cha- 
grined at this Difproportion, the 

Opes that it was foon to termi- 
nate, had already made them tal- 
Jer in their Fancies. . All the La- 
dies likewife, having Badillon be- 
fore their Eyes, conceived a For- 
wardnels 
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wardnefs and Confidence above 
their Abilities, 


The Ball Jafted tll the Clofe of 
Day, and Aazul thought this the 
proper Inftant to carry off the Prin- 
cefs; and as the Darknefs was 
coming on, conveyed bimfelf with 
fome.of bis Ruffians, into the Hall 
where Badilloy was... Though he 
kept himfelf concealed, Pierotina, 
who never loft Sight of the Prin- 
cefs, firft perceived him. Proba- 
bly fhe before fulpetted Anzul’s 
Defign, andwas therefore for mak- 
ing a fecond Uleof him. 


The Princefs, being no longer 
under ber .. Power, fhe could 
not affume her Likenefs a fecond 
time, wnlefs: fhe would confent to 
become invifible; drawing near to 
Babillon, the whifpered to her, 
what fhe fufpeéted to be dazui’s 
Intention; and in order the more 

fully 
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fully to gain her Confidence, con= 
feffed to her all that paffed 5 and’ 
as a. Proof that fhe would for the 
future make amends by the moft 
Important Services, fhe offered to 
refcue her immediately from a 
Lover, whofe Prefence mutt give 
her a great deal of Difturbance at 
fuch atime. terotina owned to 
the Princefs, that fhe was in Love 
with dazu’. Among Women fuch 
Communications make amends for 
all that is paft, and immediately 
produce a Reconciliation. The 
Fairy promiled to carry him fo 
far off, and keep him there fo 
many Years, that at his return love* 
would be quite out of both his: 
Head and Heart. Babdillon clofed 
with Fierotina’s Sufpicions, and 
dreading Aazul, not fo much for 
herfelf, as for a Prince who was 
much dearer to her than Life, con- 
fented to every thing. Fierotina 
gave her a Ring,. which, when on 
the 
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the little Finger of her left Hand, 


rendered her invifible; whereas on 
the little Finger of the right Hand, 
was no more than a meer Orna- 
ment, Whata Pity it is, that thefe 
Rings are only in Fairies Hands! 
How pretty it would be to fee 
them always fparkling on our right 
little Finger, except fome times for 
thort Intervals, when the left might 
be more convenient!

Never was a Ra- 
vifher better duped by his own 
Craft; for it was he himfelf who 
wasto be now carried off When 
the Fairy had reached the Door 
where fhe was expected, upon fee- 
ing the A mbufcade, and the Prince’s 
Horfes, fhe gave feveral Shrieks, 

well knowing they would not be 

heard, and’ omitted’ none of thofe » 
Struggles and’ violent Diftortions, 

which mightconfirny 4azn/ in his 
miftake. 


Tran- 
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Tranfported at the Succefs of 
his Enterprize, they rode full fpeed 
towards the Sea, where a Bark 
waited to carry him into a remote 
Country, with a View of living the 
moft delightful Life with the Prin- 
cefs, whom he prefumed could not 
fail of loving him. But whilft he 
was imagining himfelf in this Road, 
he was really in a very different 
one. He aimed:at one thing, and 
the Fairy at another, and fhe had 
the Command both of the Horfes 
and Country. 


She had removed all the Prince’s 
Retinue, though to his Appearance 
they were ftill about him, miftak- 
ing Sprights in their Shape and 
Safes for his real Companions. 
A Fairy by means of a Plate of 
Fog about an Inch thick, placed 
betwixt her and thofe who follow 
her, bewilders them as long as fhe 

pleafes.. 
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pleafes. Thus 4azul very chear- 
fully profecuted his Journey all 
Night, not doubting but he was 
in the direét Road to his Veftel. 
But when at Day-light, inftead of 
. the Sea, he faw avaft Foreft before 
him, he began to apprehend fome 
Mifchief, and his Fears were con- 
firmed by a Palace, into which, not- 
withftanding his Reluétancy, he’ 
found himfelf under an irrefiftable 
Conftraine to enter. 


Now the Fairy threw afide Ba- 
billon’s Appearance, and re-affum- 
ed her genuine Form, which was as 
forbidding, as the other was allur- 
ing.

At laft, certain Intelligence 
of him was brought by two Kano- 

vian Lords, whom the Fairy had 
feparated from the reft of the Com- 
pany, and who had entered the ma- 
gic Palace along with him, She 
transformed them both before him 
into little mifhapen, hideous 
Dwarfs, threatening him with the 
fame Punifhment if he perfifted in 
his Indifference, and that at laft, 
incenfed at his repeated Denials, 
the nad inflicted the fame Metamor. 
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phofis on him, detaining himas a 
Waiter in her Palace. This was 
her Method of dealing with ex- 
haufted Lovers, fuch as we now- 
a-days call cafhiered Gallants, alfo 
with thofe who could not be per- 
fuaded to like her, and in this Form 
they remained a Century or two.

When any 
diminutive Lord took too much 
upon him, the ufual Check was, 
you are to be fure a very-pretty 
Fellow, but you do not grow, you 
are but fo many Inches. -There 
was no replying to this, it put aa 
End at once to all Petulancy. 


Alzopha died of old Age, and 
Kanor with Grief, for his Son’s En- 
chantment. Prince Zaaf, under 
the Name of Kanor, united the two 
“se King- 
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Kingdoms into one Nation,making 
it his conftant Study, like all other 
good Kings, to promote the Ffap- 
pinefs of his Subjects. He and his 
dear Badillon lived many Years in 
all the Felicity of a mutual Love. 
The Princes their Children ‘were 
as comely as their Father, and no 
more need be faid of the Princefles, 
than that they were like their Mo- 
ther, The Alzophagians were fo 
affiduous in the ufe of the means, 
that a few Days gave him the Satis- 
faétion of feeing them all grown up, 
and as fortunate in Love as he him- 
{elf had been; fo the Motto of 
Prince and People was, TRuELOVE 
PERFORMS WONDERS. 
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
